Hull Statement 
to Committee 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 (AP). 

HE text of Secretary of State 
T Hull’s statement. today before 

‘the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee follows: 


We are here to consider a bill 
designed to promote the defense of 
the United States. I shall not dis. 
cuss the technical details of the 
proposed measure, since that wil] 
be done by other departments of the 
Government more directly con- 
cerned with these matters. I shall 
place before you briefly the con- 
trolling facts relating to the man- 
ner in which the dangers that now 
confront this hemisphere and, 
therefore, this nation, have arisen, 
and the circumstances which ren- 
der imperative all possible speed 
in our preparation for meeting 
these dangers. 


During the last eight years, our 
Government has striven, by every 
peaceful means at its to, 
secure the establishment in the 
world of conditions under which 
there wouhi be a reasonable hope 
for enduring peace. We have pro- 
ceeded in the firm belief that only 
if such conditions come to exist 
will there be a certainty that our 
country will be fully secure and 
safely at peace. The establishment 
of such conditions calls for ‘accept- 
ance and application by all nations 
of certain basic principles of peace- 
ful and orderly international con- 
duct and relations. 


Accordingly, in the conduct of our 
foreign relations, this Government 
has directed its efforts to the fol-| 
lowing objectives: (1) Peace and 
security for the United States. with 
advocacy of peace and limitation 
and reduction of armament as uni- 
versal international objectives; (2)) 
Support for law, order, justice, 
morality and the principle of non- 
intervention; (3) Restoration and 
cultivation of sound economic meth- 
ods and relations, based on equal- 
ity of treatment; (4) Development 
in. the promotion of these objec- 
tives; of the fullest practicable 


tion; (5) Promotion of the security, 
solidarity. and general welfare of 
the Western Hemisphere.

President Says.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Fight- 
ing words were used by President 
Roosevelt at his press conference 
late yesterday to denounce Senator 
Burton K. Wheeler of Montana for 
a radio broadcast against the ad- 
ministration’s lease-lend program, 
which Wheeler described as “the 
New Deal’s triple A foreign policy 
~—plow under every fourth Ameri- 
can boy.” 

The President, with great feeling, 
told reporters that Wheeler’s state- 
ment was “the most untruthful, 
most dstardly and unpatriotic 
thing that has ever been said; it 
really is the rottenest thing that 
has been said in public life in my 
generation.” 

To emphasize his bitterness, the 
President voluntarily gave report- 
ers authority to quote directly his 
statement. He added that he made 
it because now was a good time to 
kill a proposed slogan at birth. 

Roosevelt seemed to pretend ig- 
morance of the fact that Wheeler, 
leader of the opposition to the 
lease-lend authorization bill, had 
actually made the statement, say- 
ing that he did not know who had 
said it, but that he had seen it 
quoted in the newspapers. 


Wheeler Statement Sunday. 


Wheeler made the statement dur- 
ing a radio debate Sunday night 
On a program called American 
Forum of the Air, which is nation- 
ally broadcast. The Montana Dem- 
ocrat and John T. Flynn of New 
York, a sharp critic of the New 
Deal, who syndicates an economic 
column, opposed the authorization 
bill. Advocates of its enactment 
were Senator Josh Lee (Dem.), Ok- 
lahoma, and Hebert Agar, editor of 
the Loiusville Courier-Journal and 
an active participant on the Com- 
mittee to Defend America by Aid- 
ing the Allies. 

Wheeler asserted the bill meant 
“open and complete warfare” for 
the United States, and declared 
that “our boys will be returned— 
returned in caskets, maybe.” 

The occasion for the President's 
rebuke—the sharpest he has ever 
publicly made—came when a re- 
porter asked if he had any com- 
ment on the label, “blank-check 
bill,” which some newspapers and 
opponents have called the lease- 
lend legislation. With a smile, he 
said the only answer he could make 
was: “Write me another bill to ac- 
complish the same purpose you 
(the reporters) won’t put the label 
on.” 

Then, apparently as an after- 
thought, he broke out grimly: 
“That is not an answer to those, 
at all, who are talking about plow- 
ing under every fourth American 
child.” 

His face was grave and there was 
manifest bitterness in his voice, 
but after he had said, “You can 
quote me on that,” he laughed 
when reporters asked that the 
quotable portions be repeated. He 
observed that one reporter’s ears 
had wagged so much that the re- 
porter had forgotten to take notes. 
At this time, he was the actor or 
platform speaker who was amused 
at the reactions of his audience. 

Senator Wheeler’s first reply to 
Roosevelt’s castigation was: “Ap- 
parently the President lost his tem- 
per.” 

Reporters, however, did not get 
this impression. Prévious ques- 
tions had not irritated him. The 
President had been joking about 
his own secrecy over the appoint- 
ment of the American Ambassador 
to London. The blast caught most 
of the reporters unprepared to 
take complete notes. 

Rare Presidential Action. 

. Rarely, if ever, in recent. times 
has a presidential rebuke been so 
stinging. Woodrow Wilson’s “little 
group of willful men,” in 1917, 
and some of Theodore Roosevelt's 
picturesque phrases, such as “mem- 
ber of the Ananias Club,” were mild 
by comparison. 

Wheeler and his associates, ix- 
cluding Senators Clark of Missouri 
and Nye of North Dakota, are not 
the sort of legislators to take such 
stinging blows without returning 
the fight. The President’s denunci- 
ation seemed to be spontaneous— 
he saw an opening and hit with all 
his’ force. 

The press conference was one of 
the shortest on record. It was 
t&minated by a press association 
reporter, who wanted to get the 
President’s severe words on the 
wire. Roosevelt enjoyed watching 
the rush to the doors. 

At the outset of the meeting he 
declined to nt on the report 
that he had no objection to a time 
limit on the authorization bill. He 
said that if he commented on this 
proposed amendment, the reporters 
would ask him about two or three 
more, and that would start a chain 
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conquer, eful nations shall 
wait until invader crosses their 
boundary es—or whether they 
shall recognize that this is a world 
movement of conquest and invoke 
the law of self-defense before it 
is too late. 

“That is the question,” Hull de- 
clared emphatically. “We can take 
our choice.” 

To set forth fully his views on 
the question raised by Johnson, 
Hull took up, one by one, laws that 
might be involved and ended his 
discussion with the statement: 

“Only the law of self-defense can 


be evoked from any practical view- 


point.” 

Among the laws he cited were 
the Neutrality and Johnson acts. 
He said that they would be super- 
'seded by the President’s proposals. 
The Hague convention of 1907 
also would not apply, he testified, 
because it was “not applicable to 
the present European war” since 
by its terms it is inoperative unless 
all belligerents are parties to it. 

Bill “Absolutely Necessary.” 

It was Representativé Johnson 
also who asked whether in Hull’s 
judgment the “lend-lease” bill was 
“absolutely necessary to the de- 
fense of the United States.” 

Hull said he had “very unwill- 
ingly been driven to the conclu- 
sion” that it was. 

At another point he stated his 
belief that “the most practical 
force in prosecuting steps in our 
national defense is not merely to 
arm at home, but if and when we 
see a country resisting the same 
movement, which probably would 
be headed straight for South Amer- 
ica, we would not command the 
disrespect of the invader if he sees 
we are taking steps to resist by 
aiding those who are right in the 
line of the invader.” 

Representative Fish (Rep.), New 
York, asked whether Hull would 
object to the committee’s rewriting 
the legislation to bring it “within 
the Constitution.” 

“Well,” Hull retorted quickly, 
“I'd want to have something to 
say about what the Constitution 
provides.” 

Laughter swept the crowded 
room for the first time since the 
hearing had started an hour before. 


“We Could Not Sit Still.” 


Representative Burgin of North 
Carolina inquired whether there 
Was more danger of war in the 
course of British-aid proposed by 
the administration or in what he 
called this country’s former policy 
of neutrality. Hull replied he had 
come to the conclusion that “we 


could not sit still with our hands 


folded until an invader crosses the 
border.” 

He said that he had seen Den- 
mark, Norway, Holland and Bel- 
gium have “handcuffs snapped on 
them before they could cock their 
guns” by following a neutral course. 

“It occurred to me after. these 
events,” he said, “that the invading 
countries would have more respect 
for us if we began to defend our- 
selves in time.” 

Graphically, Hull described the 
forces to be opposed as “the tidal 
wave of conquest” and he several 
times stressed his view that speed 
is “the essence of the problem.” 

As to the mechanics of “which 
well we should draw the water 
from,” he said he was certain that 
Congress and the Treasury would 
encounter no serious problem in 
seeking an answer “to this urgent 
question.” 

Hull described the measure as 
one which would “make it possible 
for us to allocate our resources in 
iways best calculated to provide for 
the security of this nation and of 
this continent.” 

Above all, he declared, “it will 
do all of these things in the speed- 
iest possible manner, and, over- 
whelmingly, speed is our greatest 
need today.” 

Hull and Tinkham Clash.

“Coficeding that this practice has 
been sanctioned by custom,” Stark 
said, “it nevertheless has become 
a racket and it should be stopped.”

Previous experience and. current 
developments indicate that the pro- 
posed “new order” in the Pacific 
area means, politically, domination 
by one country. It means, econom- 
ically, employment of the resources 
of the area concerned for the bene- 
fit of that country and to the ulti- 
mate impoverishment of other 
parts of the area and exclusion of 
the interests of other countries, 
It means, socially, the destruction 
of personal liberties and the reduc- 
tion of the conquered peoples to 
the role of inferiors. 


It should be manifest to every 
persons that such a program for 
the subjugation and ruthless ex- 
ploitation by one country of nearly 
one-half of the population of the 
world is a matter of immense sig- 
nificance, importance and concern 
to every other nation wherever lo- 
cated. 


Notwithstanding the course 
whieh Japan has followed during 
recent years, this Government has 
made repeated efforts to persuade 
the Japanese Government that her 
best interests lie in the development 
of friendly relations with the Unit- 
ed States and with other countries 
which believe in orderly and peace- 
ful processes among nations. We 
have at no time made any threats. 
First Overt Move 

In Europe by Italy. 

In Europe, the first overt breach 
of world order was made by Italy, 
when, in 1935, that country invaded 
and conquered Ethiopia, in direct 
contravention of solemnly accepted 
obligations under the Covenant of 
the League of Nations and of the 
Kellogg-Briand pact. In 1939, Italy 
seized Albania in violation of un- 
equivocal treaty obligations. In the 
summer of 1940, she entered the 
European war on the side of Ger- 
many with the openly avowed pur- 
pose of participating with that 
country in a remodeling of the 
world on the basis of a “new or- 
der” founded upon unlimited and 
unrestricted use of armed force. 
Finally, without provocation, she 
has attacked Greece. 


Throughout this period, the Gov- 
ernment of the United States made 
known to the Government of Italy 
its anxious concern over the grow- 
ing deterioration of peaceful inter- 
national relationships. Both on the 
occasion of the Italo-Ethiopian con- 
troversy and during the period 
preceding Italy’s entry into the 
European war, this Government 
addressed numerots communica- 
tions to the Government of Italy 
in an effort to prevent new 
breaches of world order. 

Germany, from the time that 
Hitled and his associates came to 
power in 1933, began feverishly to 
construct vast armaments, while 
following a program of repeatedly 
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made and repeatedly broken prom- 
ises as a part of a skullful diplo- 
matic game designed to lull the 
suspicions of other countries. Aft- 
er employing for several months 
at the disarmament conference in 
Geneva tactics which have since 
become a distinct pattern of Ger- 
man policy—further demands as 


then followed nearly six years dur- 
ing which Germany, having deter- 
mined upon a policy of unlimited 
conquest, moved fhevitably toward 
the catastrophe of war. 


Germany’s work of preparation 


||followed two main lines. The first 


consisted in the creation of armed 
force. To this end her entire na- 
tional economy was transformed 
into a highly regimented and high- 
ly disciplined economy. Every 
phase of national activity bécame 
harnessed to the requirements of 
preparation for war. More than 
half of the national income was 
expended for military purposes, 
Foreign trade and foreign pay- 
ments became rigidly controlled 
for the same purpose. The produc- 
tion of planes and tanks and guns 
and all the other countless acces- 
sories of a modern war machine 
became the immediate objective of 
the whole national effort.

WITHOUT RELIGIOUS CEREMONY 


ZURICH,. Switzerland, Jan. 15 
(AP).—James Joyce, the Irish nov- 
elist who died Sunday, was buried 
today on Zurichberg Mountain.

NEW YORK, Jan. 14 (AP).— 


Henry Armstrong is dead certain 
he’s going to prove Friday night, 


in what may be the last fight of| 


his career, that you can teach an 
old dog new tricks. 

He's getting ready to go against 
Fritzie Zivic in Madison Square 
Garden and for the first time in 
his fistic life he actually is think- 
ing about defense. 

His eyes, which were. punched 
shut by Zivic when Henry was 
dethroned as welterweight cham- 
pion last October, are completely 
healed again. Three physicians re- 
ported that much to the State Ath- 
letic Commission today. 

Now the gallant little Negro, who 
realizes better than anyone that 
he’s not far from the end of the 
trail, is out to win back the last of 
the three titles he once held simul- 
taneously, and he’s so full of the 
idea that he even has consented to 
change his style. He’s no longer 
using the rip-roaring pour-in-and- 
take-two-punches-to - deliver - one 
style which has made him the 
fight fan's favorite for years. 

Has His Style. 

“I underestimated Zivic’s fight- 
ing ability the last time,” he ex- 
plained today. “Now I realize that 
his experience and will to win 
make him dangerous at all times. 

“As a result, I have changed my 
style to help my defense” some- 
what. I’m standing up a little 
straighter in my workouts. Now, 
don’t get the idea that I’m chang- 
ing to a boxer, because you all 
know I can’t fight any other way 
but just go in there and fight. But 
Eddie Mead (his manager) and 
myself realized we had to do some- 
thing to fit Fritzie’s style. By 
standing up a little more, I can 
box better. In fact, I’ve found it 
helps both my boxing and my 
fighting.” 

“The Hammer” has hinted sev- 
eral times recently that 1941 is 
likely to be his last in the business 
of mashing noses. Today he added 
that his chief ambition is to bow 
out as champion, “not as just an- 
other fighter,” and that if he takes 
the crown off Fritzie’s head Friday, 
he may exit right there.

In Germany itself, and even in 
the Northern and Western Euro- 
pean countries occupied by the 
Germans, hunger and disease have 
not yet got out of hand. The total 
number of deaths from both causes 
thus far probably is to be reck- 
oned in the tens of thousands, rath- 


Ser than in the hundreds of thou- 


gands or millions. 


But in Poland and Eastern Eu- 

pe, in general, starvation and 

tilence are ravaging whole coun- 
trysides. And in the north and 
west much worse is yet to come. 

Already there is a new and viru- 
lent form of grippe in the Reich 
itself. There is some typhus and 
typhoidin Belgium,some dysentery 
in France and Belgium both, and 
some syphilis and smallpox in the 
whole area. 


Famine Ahead. 


Hunger alone will take a terrible 
toll in Europe this winter. If you 
are hungry enough, long enough, 
you not only have gnawing pains 
in your stomach, but you also begin 
to suffer from a series of mounting 
incapacities and ills. 


You begin by feeling tired and 

sickly and weak. You can’t con- 
trate. You suffer from pains all 
er your body. 

After awhile, your sight and hear- 
ing are impaired, your gums and 
teeth are affected and your teeth 
begin to come out. You may lose 
all your hair, too. 


If you still can’t get enough to 
eat, you may be stricken by confu- 
sional insanity — you may hear 
voices, for example—and even par- 
alysis. In the end, you may fall 
victim to pellagra or beri-beri or 
ny other disease, for all diseases 

reed in hungry peoples. 

Science can combat these things 
if it has time and money and doc- 
tors enough. But where there is 
not enough food, there are usually 
not enough doctors, or time, or 
money. Where the invader does 
nothing to help, or even does what 
he can to make things worse, then 
nothing avails at all—except, of 
course, driving out the invader. 


Some Not Planned. 


Some of the starvation and dis- 
ease in Europe exists in spite of 
the Nazis. The Nazis, for exam- 
ple, do what they can to protect 
gentile Germany—except for their 
political and other opponents, nat- 
urally—from sickness and priva- 
tion. 

Some of the starvation and dis- 

e exists partly because the 

azis do not care much whether it 
exists or not, except insofar as it 


Might interfere with what the’ 


Nazis themselves want to do. This 


is the case in Spain and France 


and Belgium. 


But some of the starvation and 
disease exists because the Nazis 
want it to exist and help bring it 
about. This is notably the case in 
Poland. 


There are limits to what the 

Nazis could do to improve condi- 
ons, even if they were prepared 

to share, and share alike, with all 
the peoples of Europe. The con- 
tinent must import foodstuffs from 
Overseas to live, and the British 
e prevents these foodstuffs 

from reaching the continent, just 
®s the German’s counterblockade 
tries to prevent them from reach-

But the Nazis by no means are 
Prepared to share alike. On the 
Contrary, they have said often 
enough, and clearly enough, that 
the other peoples of Europe can- 
hot be permitted to live as well as 

German people. They have ap- 
Propriated all available surplus 
of foodstuffs in the coun- 

es they have invaded. They are

The Nazis have, in fact, de- 
veloped a new and thorough tech- 
nique for destroying an _ entire 
people—not just the Poles and the 
Jews, but any and every people 
the Nazis decide they want to de- 
stroy. 

The world has had some inkling 
of how this technique has been ap- 
plied to the Poles anc the Jews. 
If Germany wins the war, or if 
the war lasts too long, the world 
will learn more of this technique 
—much more, 

The Nazis had done much to 
paralyze their victims even before 
the armed forces struck, as de- 
scribed in an earlier article in this 
series. German policy toward 
Czecho-Slovakia and Poland was 
typical in this respect. 

In addition to protesting their 
undying ~ friendship for — both 
peoples, up to the moment when 
they struck them down, the Nazis 
skillfully stirred up internal] dis- 
sensions in both countries and be- 
tween both countries and their 
allies. ° 

They split Czecho-Slovakia from 
its friends and allies, France, Eng- 
land, Russia, Poland and the other 
members of the Little Entente. 
They set Sudeten Germans against 
Czechs, Czechs against Slovaks and 
Czechs against Czechs. 

In the case of Poland, they 
sowed distrust of Poland in 
France and England, and distrust’ 
of France and England in Poland, 
and they set Germans against 
Poles, Pales against Lithuanians 
and -Ukra‘nians and White Rus- 
sians, and Poles against Poles. 
And the Nazi. doubtless could 
have done even iaore in these re- 
spects had it suited their purpose. 

The shock of invasion and de- 
feat further paralyzed the occupied 
countries. 

Bu: the effective destruction of 
whole peoples has begun in real 
earnest with the occupation of 
their countries in the war itself 
and the pre-war period of other 
conquests. 


Old Methods, Too. 


The Nazis are, of course, using 

the old-fashioned methods of de- 
stroying peoples, too—annexation 
of territories, levying of tri- 
bute, taking of hostages and the 
shooting of hostages. 
But even more important, in the 
long run, are the new methods the 
Nazis have so highly perfected 
themselves. : 

The Nazis continue to stir up. 
internal strife, even mor than be- 
fore. They try to force Nazi gov- 
ernments on their victims, as in 
Czecho-Sloyakia and Holland and’ 
Norway.. They alternate between 
protestations of friendship — even 
how — and threa:: of horrible re- 
prisals if their friendship on their 
own terms is rejected. 

The Nazis do all these things by 
means of a carefully worked out 
technique which they begin to ap- 
ply the minute the German armed 
forces occupy a country—at the 
moment, when the defeated peoples 
are at their lowest point of re- 
sistance, and, ia many cases, of 
their self-respect. 

For the Nazi party moves into the 
occupied countries. immediately 
after the army, with a plan worked 
out in every detail, and goes to work 
at once. There are four principal 
categories of party agents who do 
this work: First, the Gestapo; sec- 
ond, officials for setting up a civil 
administration; third, a propaganda 
agency, and fourth, “purchasing 

mmissions.”

5. Virtually every large con- 
cern not “bought” or taken over 
has a Nazi economic commissar 
making sure that its activities 
are conducted in accordance 
with German policies. 

Over and above the normal 
taxes collected by the “protec- 
torate” authorities, the reports 
say, German war taxes have 
been introduced which yield the 
Reich 600,000,000 crowns an- 
nually. Since the Customs Union 
decree has abolished customs 
barriers, 2,500,000 crowns in con- 
sumption and turn-over taxes 
now flow direct to the German 
treasury, providing the Reich 
with 3,000,000,000 crowns ($100,- 
000,000) annually from Bohemia 
and Moravia.

Lord Wakefield; Lord Mayor of 
London from 1915 to 1916, was a di- 
rector of C. C. Wakefield & Co., 
Ltd., oil manufacturers, and chair- 
man of the North British & Mer- 
cantile Insurance Co. He was ele- 
vated to the peerage as a Baron in 
1929 and was made a -Viscount in 
1934. 

He was associated with Sir Alan 
Cobham’s flight to Australia and 
back in 1926 and the flight around 
Africa in 1927-28. He.donated the 
Wakefield gold trophy for maxi- 
mum speed on land and was the 
owner of several speedboats, in-

Member of Sixth Circuit Bench 
Succumbs at 63; Former Dean 
of Ohio State U. Law School. 

COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 15 (AP).— 
Herschel W. Arant, Judge of the 
Sixth United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, died last night in a hos- 
pital where he had been treated for 
. kidney ailment. He was 53 years 
old. 

He was dean of the Ohio State 
University Law School before being 
named to the court by President 
Roosevelt in 1939. His appointment 
to the bench filled a position creat-

George, an extremely able 
man, is, of course, personally out 
of sympathy with the President, 
and has sometimes inclined not to 
support his foreign policy. But 
he is an old and close friend of 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull, and 
recently he and Hull passed many 
hours discussing the realities of 
the world situation at unnoticed 
breakfast and late afternoon con- 
ferences at Hull’s hotel apartment. 
George now is prepared to cap- 
tain the Senate fight for the bill.

HEN, too, since George is

Even the Presi- 
dent disapproves of such far-reach- 
ing foreign entanglements. 

Among the opposition, Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachu- 
setts is one of the few to take a 
wholly consistent line. He has been 
strong for national defense, and de- 
serted his friends to vote for the 
draft. He has acknowledged that 
German victory would force this 
country to retire behind an eco- 
nomic, political and strategic Chi- 
nese Wall and to take a brutal re- 
duction in the standard of living. 
Yet he has argued this was the 
best course. He is almost alone in 
facing the facts squarely and ac- 
cepting the disagreeable implica- 
tions of his stand, simply because 
the implications are so very dis- 
agreeable.

Don't Take My 
Word for It

STIRRUP . 

Noun. The part of a saddle that 
supports the foot. 

Stirrup is the surprise word of 
the week. 

First of all, no dictionary lists 
the commonly heard “sturp.” The 
word must have two distinct sylla- 
bles. 

Secondly, the pronunciation 
“STUR-up,” to rhyme with “blur 
up,” is found in only five of eight 


‘ dictionaries consulted, and is listed 


as second choice. 

Thirdly,-the preferred pronunci- 
ation of all authorities gives to 
the first syllable of stirrup the 
short “i” sound as in miracle, 
spirit, irrigate (mearacle, spear-it, 
ear-rigate), not the “u” sound as 
heard in sir, stir, whir (sur, stur, 
whur). 

Therefore, best usage, in both 
America and Great Britain, 
rhymes stirrup with “clear up,” as 
any accepted dictionary will af- 
firm. 

Note: In checking the pronun- 
ciation of stirrup in your diction- 
ary, if you will make sure that you 
understand the diacritical mark 
that is shown above the vowel “i,” 
you will see that the findings of 
this column are accurate. 

Correct prorunciations: 

First choice: STEAR-up. 

Second choice: STUR-up.

Proper Clothes for Winter

“'‘Outwitting Old Man Winter.” 


OR outdoor sports, clothing 
F should be light in weight but 

warm and loose, to allow free- 
dom of movement. The outer gar- 
ments should be made of a material 
such as wool, which is porous 
enough for ventilation yet is a 
poor conductor of heat—which re- 
duces the loss of heat from the 
body: Wool is usually not desirable 
in undergarments to be worn next 
to the skin, as it retains perspira- 


tion and the dampness may cause 


chilling when you stop to rest. . 

Heavy 
desirable, for they are bulky, not 
necessarily warmer, and they tire 
you out to carry them. Several 
warm garments such as sweaters, 
beneath a light, wind-resistant outer 
garment are preferable. And if you 
want to romp in the snow, have 
this outside garment ‘of a fabric 


that sheds snow without getting. 


wet. 

In winter, outdoor exercise and 
sports don’t have to be abandoned. 
Some activities such as walking, 
can be continued the year round. 
And winter brings its own special 
sports—skating and skiing. 

Exercise is valuable because it 
provides the activity to stimulate 
the circulation, it tones up the 
muscles generally, and it is relax- 
ing. Besides, the fresh air and 
sunshine that we get while out- 
doors do good things for the health. 

You can’t have fun at outdoor 
sports in cold weather if you’re not 
properly clad. Feet should be warm 
—shoes not too tight or too heavy, 
however, as circulation must not 
be hindered.

in general, They would have done 
better, in their judgment, had they 
taken more time and proceeded 
more deliberately with the matter 
of growing and learning. With that 
point of view I most heartily agree. 

Children grow with deliberation. 
They are granted 21 years and more 
for their growth by nature, and na- 
ture 4s not to be denied. She will 
permit co-operation, but stubbornly 
resists opposition to her decrees. 
Speeding children through life 1s 
against nature and she will have 
none of it, punishing the children 
who, by no will or wish of their 
own, violated her decree, 

It is wise and right to enrich the 
course of study for speedy children. 
Information is not what gives pow- 
er to the intelligence and strength 
to character. What is needed for 
those most desirable ends is experi- 
ences, actual and enlightening ex- 
periences with things that belong 
to everyday life, like making fur- 


, niture, cooking meals, printing a 


story, cleaning a room, planning 
and seeing through a benefit, a. 
play, a social need as a playground 
for the school or clean milk for its 
children. 

Experience with life, its people 
and its ways will educate children 
and the brighter they are the more 
experiences they may enjoy, and 
the more varied they can be until 
they discover their particular field 
of industry. But they are entitled 
to their full time for growth, Better 
allow them to have it. Enrich the 
school, broaden the children’s ex- 
periences, and give them time.

At 85, Berthold Schweizer, Successful Jewish Mer- | 
chant, Recalls Poverty as Boy in Germany and Is | 
Grateful His Children Were Born in This Country, _

has earned the right to a happy 
and comfortable old age. But he 
is not a man to say, “I worked 
hard, I deserve what I have.” In- 
stead, he says humbly, “In Amer- 
ica, if a man works hard, he gets 
what he deserves.”

CHWEIZER’S childhood was 
S not an unhappy one, but it was 


one of poverty. For although . 


Raden was then a prosperous 
state under the liberal rule of 
Leopold, the first grand-duke 


;of the Hochberg line, there were 


hard-drawn rules of class distinc- 
tion. What a young man might 
hope to become was determined 
entirely by the circumstances of 


“his birth, réligion and caste. Ber- 


thold, being the son of a poor Jew- 
ish peddler, could .hope for noth- 


ing. 

“When I was 14, I apprenticed 
myself to a dry goods merchant,” 
he explains, “and although I had 
nothing and my parents had noth- 
ing and I could not hope for,a busi- 
ness of my own, I learned the dry 
goods business. For three years I 
worked in that business without 
pay. You see, in the back of my 
head was the idea that someday 
I would leave Buhl and come to 
America and when that day came 
I wanted to know how to do some- 
thing.” 

At the end of three years Ber- 
thold completed his apprenticeship 
and from his parents and from his 
friends and relatives, some even 


‘poorer than his own parents, he 


borrowed the pitiful few dollars 
that he needed for passage in 
steerage to America. In steerage, 
Berthold shared crowded, ill-venti- 
lated quarters with hundreds of 
other immigrants such as himself. 
He was seasick and scared. But 
he was determined and at last, the 
long crossing over, he was in New 
York, that great wonder city with 
her maze of strange people with 
strange ways. 

In all of New York, the young 
German from Buhi knew not one 
soul. He had only the address of 
a man who had once lived in an-

Berthold was to be allowed to sleep 
on the place—this time in the base- 
ment, 

The first money that Berthold 
parted with in this country, aside 
from what he spent for food, was 
when he purchased his first Amer- 
ican necktie and in the haberdash- 
ery store where he made the pur- 
chase he heard the owner talking 
to another man, This man was 
looking for a likely young fellow 
to clerk in his men’s furnishing 
store. Once more Berthold applied 
for a job and got it. This time 
his pay was raised to $12 a month, 
plus room and board with the pro- 
prietor and his family. 

“After six months in this country 
I finally got to sleep in a bed,” 
Schweizer laughed, “but I guess 4 
had it too easy in that job. I got 
to spending money, going dancing 
and taking the girls out. So at the 
end of three years I quit and got 
myself a job in a small town near 
Plattsburg, N. Y., where there 
would not be so much temptation.” 

After another three years in this 
country town as clerk in a general 
store, Berthold decided that he had 
saved enough money to visit his 
cousin in De Soto, Mo. And during 
the visit, the cousin offered him a 


ob. 
' “fT liked it here in Missouri,” he 
says. “The people were #0 good 
to me, even better than the peo- 
ple in New York had been. And 
so when I had saved $400 I decid- 
ed to go into business for myself.” 

While working in his cousin’s dry 
goods store in De Soto, Berthold 
had had to make many buying 
trips to St. Louis and when he de- 
cided to set himself up in business 
in Tanglefoot. (now Festus) Mo., in 
October of the year 1883; he had 
no trouble getting $5000 worth of 
merchandise on credit from St. 
Louis merchants. They knew Ber- 
thold Schweizer as a hard work- 
ing, saving, dependable, Jewish lad 
who knew his dry goods business, 
So after only 10 years in this coun- 
try, the son of the Baden pack- 
peddier had risen higher than he 
could ever have hoped to rise in 
his native land. 

‘When Schweizer had been in 
business for three years, he decid- 
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Let's be above that sort of thing. 
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ed that he was sufficiently fixed 
to afford a wife and family and 
so he went to Natchez, Miss., and 
asked for the hand of Frances 
Shienker, a young woman he had 
met while she was visiting in the 
home of his cousin at De Soto. 
Frances and Berthold Schweizer 
prospered, had seven children and 
in 1899 moved to Fort Smith, Ark., 
so their children could have edu- 
cational advantages not possible in 
the small town of Festus. And in 
1903, they moved once again. This 
time to St. Louis, where they 
opened a small dry goods store at 


2506 Cass avenue. 


In 1907, shrewd business man 
Schweizer saw Wellston begin its 
growth as a community and in 
that year he opened the Busy Bee 
Department Store on Haston ave- 
nue. And as the community grew, 
the store prospered and the 
Schweizer family with it.

OW, at 85, Schweizer has five 

childrén, 10 grandchildren and 

one great-grandchild living. His 
son, Albert Schweizer, is associated 
with him In business. He has three 
daughters living in St. Louis, Mrs. 
Max Hessélberg, Mrs. J. B. Bloch 
and Mrs. Milton Marcus. One 
daughter, Mrs. H. L. Strauss, lives 
in Chicago. 

“What more could a man ask,” 
says the patriarch of the Schweiz- 
er clan, “than that he be allowed 
to have and provide for a family? 
In Germany I might have had the 
family but I could not have pro- 
vided for them any better than my 
father did for his.” 

As for his contribution to the 
United States of which he was 
made a citizen in the year 1878, 
Schweizer is not so sure that he 
has done his share. But he has 


done all that he knew how to do.- 


His son, Albert, was attached to 
the Medical Corps during the last 
war. Berthold, himself, says he 
has tried to be a good citizen. 

“Never~ in almost 58 years of 
business in the United States,” he 
told me with a twinkle in his eye, 
“have I ever failed in business, 
changed my name, had a lawsuit 
or a fire.” 

During his early years in this 
country, Schweizer sent a little 
money home each month to take 
care of his parents and as he pros- 
pered he brought two sisters and a 
brother to this country. 

“T have one sister buried in Ger- 
many,” he told me bitterly, “and 
it is better that she is buried there 
than alive. In 1882 and in 1890 
I went back to Germany to visit 
my family and each time I re- 
turned to the United States I saw 
how much better the United States 
is as a place to live.” 

In Wellston, if you talk to 
Schweizer’s fellow merchants, they 
will tell you that it is people such 
as this old man who have made the 
United States the place it is. Not 
all of them know of his beginnings, 
know the story of his early strug- 
gies, but they all agree that “Berth- 
old Schweizer is a grand old man.” 


“The club 10 was led. Dedlarer 
played the club ace, followed with a 
low spade, finessed the 10 in his 
own hand, led back to the queen, 
followed with the remaining spade, 
and took out East’s last trump.

West came back with the heart 
queen and followed with a small 
heart, which East won with the 
heart 10, thereby defeating the con- 
tract one trick. 

“It is apparent that the contract 
would not have been defeated had 
declarer passed the first club, or 
having played his ace, led his heart 
nine or a small club. But should 
an average player be severely criti- 
cised for playing the hand as he 
did?—D. G. F., Iowa.” 

With no intention of being over- 
ly severe, it seems to me that an 
average declarer should have put 
up a much better fight for this con- 
tract. It was highly optimistic to 
base the erftire plan of play on the 
hope that East had the heart ace, 
which would give declarer second 
round control. After all, it was 
West who opened the bidding, and 
that fact alone, aside from his later 
raise of hearts, virtually marked 
him with the heart ace. Thus, de 
clarer’s plan of taking ott the 
trumps before clearing the club 
suit, laid him wide open to a heart 
lead through the king and the con- 
sequent loss of three heart tricks. 

There was certainly no point in 
passing the original club lead, but 
by the same token, how could it 
possibly be wrong, having played 
the club ace, to return a club at the 
second trick? After the first trick, 
only one club was outstanding, and 
that the highest in the suit. Hence 
declarer did not have to fear a 
club ruff and it was unquestiona- 
bly desirable to clear dummy’s long 
suit as soon as possible, and par- 
ticularly while retaining trumps in 
dummy as a bulwark against the 
hearts. 

It is only fair to point out, how- 
ever, that good defense would have 
made declarer’s problem an -.ex- 
tremely difficult one. On the sug- 
gested play of a second club from 
dummy East would win and shift 
to a high heart, then, regardless 
of declarer’s covering or not cov- 
ering, hearts should be continued 
for two more rounds, forcing dum- 
my to ruff. ‘Now declarer would 
have to make a magnificent guess 
in the trump suit. With dummy 
reduced to the Q-4 of trumps suc- 
cess would depend on his guess 
that a finesse should be taken 
against East rather than a play for 
the drop of the jack. In view of 
West’s singleton club, it would be 
very difficult, if not impossible, for 
South to visualize a singleton spade 
also in the West hand. 

Incidentally, I cannot approve 
West’s pass to four spades. From 
his point of view that contract had 
entirely too much chance for suc- 
cess, whereas five diamonds or five 
hearts certainly could not be hurt.

THE NUT WITHOUT THE SHELL | 


UTS are either shelled or un- 
N shelled. But, oddly enough, 

shelled nuts are nuts without 
shells and unshelled muts are nuts 
with shells. 


In the consumption of nuts the 
object is to eat the nut without 
eating the shell. To distinguish a 
piece of nut from a piece of shell 
bite down hard on it. If the tooth 
gives way it is shell. 

Nuts may be cracked with the 
teeth, if you are a squirrel. But if 
you are not a squirre] it is better 
to use a nutcracker. A nutcracker 
is like the family car; everybody 
wants to use it at once. Therefore, 
for the sake of peace, it is essential 
to be a two nutcracker family. In 
the normal family of four, however, 
two nutcrackers are not much bet- 
ter than one, so it is always well 
to finish your dessert early and 
avoid the rush, 

Nuts generally come in assort- 
ments of almonds, pecans, Brazil 
nuts, hazel nuts and English wal- 
nuts. You can judge whether or 
not there is a pig in the family by 
the speed with which the English 
walnuts disappear. They are popu- 
lar because they crack so easily 
and the meat is made of non-shat- 
terable material. 


Shelis of nuts may be piled on 
your plate, if it is not your job to 
wash the plates. Or they may be 
cracked right back into the nut 
dish if it isn’t your job to fish them 
out later on. If fragments of shell 


fall on the table you can brush them 
off on the carpet. Then, when they 
are on the carpet it is a simple 
matter to lift the carpet and brush 
them underneath while nobody is 
looking. If there were no nuts the 
world would be in a bad way. For 
if there were none, what could you 
use to stand the raisins on?

Three tablespoons pees “Eat but- 
ter; four or five one-half inch slices 
bread; three egg yolks, slightly 
beaten; one-half cup sugar; three 
egg whites, stiffly beaten; one- 
eighth teaspoon salt; three cups 
milk; one teaspoon vanilla extract; 
six tablespoons sugar, 

Butter bread and arrange in bak- 
ing dish. Combine slightly beaten 
egg yolks, one-half cup sugar, salt, 
milk and vanilla extract and atir 
until sugar is dissolved... Pour over 
bread. Place baking dish. in pan 
of hot water and bake in slow oven 
(325 degrees F.) until custard be- 
gins te set, about 40 minutes, Fold 
the six tablespoons of sugar grad- 
ually into stiffly beaten egg whites 
and continue beating to a thick 
meringue. Spread over hot bread 
pudding and return to slow oven 
(325 degrees F.) until lightly 
browned, about 10 minutes. Serve 
hot or chilled. Yield, six servings. 

Note: Add one-half cup raisins, 
currants, chopped dried fruits, or 


shredded coconut, if desired.
